The great and excellent Adyantages of a 
Book of Scripture Devotions, above any other, 
will appear from ſeveral Conſiderations : 
Therein we are ſecure, in the firſt Place, 
that the Matter and Subject of our Prayers 
and Thankſgivings is right and good, and 
moſt agreeable in the Sight of God, ſince it was 
ultimately deliver d to us by his own holySpirit, | 
teaching us how to pray moſt Acceptably, and 
how to addreſs with due Reverence to the 
Throne of Grace, that we may find Mercy to help 
in Time of Need *.

Chriſtian Prayer then, (as comprehending 

Praiſe within it) is a rational and conſiderate 


1 Addreſs of our Souls to God, expreſſing our 
1 Apprehenſions of his Glory and Goodneſs, and 
making known to him our Requeſts *; with 
tervent , earneſt, and importunate Deſires 
and Affections, in the Name, and through the 
Mediation of our Lord 


eſus Chriſt. 
That the Matter and Subject of our Prayers 


ought to be rational, we may be from hence 
convinc'd, that God has zo Pleaſure in the Sa- 
Icrifice of Fools Tf. That our Prayers ſhould 
be conſiderate and well advis'd, is no leſs evi- 
dent from hence, that our Mouth muſt not be 


raſh to utter any thing before God, for he is in

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Heaven and we- Earth *, and therefore 
a juſt Reverence and Compoſure of Thought, 
in Prayer, is no other than our Duty. That 
Prayer ſhould be fervent, we have St. James's 
Authority for it, who tells us , that the ef- 
Fectual fervent Prayer of a righteous Man avail- 
eth much. That our Prayers ſhould be earneſt, 
we may infer from the Example of our bleſſed 
Lord, who is ſaid, upon his Agony, to have 
Pray'd yet more earneſtly *; which Words 
imply to us, that bis former Prayers were not 
made without a ſufficient Degree of Intenſe- | 
neſs of Spirit; but that, upon this great Occa- | 
ſion, his Deſires and Affections roſe ill higher 
than before. Further yet, that our Prayers 
ſhould be Importunate, our Saviour's Parable 
may ſufficiently inſtru us, which was de- 
ſign'd on purpoſe to teach us how to pray, and 
mentions Importunity, as the great Means and 
Condition of our prevailing. Lake 11. 8. And 
then, that our Prayers are to be offer'd up, 
and are rendred acceptable, only through the 
Name, and for the Sake of Jeſas Chriſt, is, 
I hope, a Principle, too well known, and too 
far acknowledg'd amongſt Chriſtians, to ſtand 
in need of further Confirmation. 
This, that I have here deliver'd, I think is 
a true, and full Account of Chriſtian Prayer; 
and tl know no part of this Definition which 
is not a Term eſſential in it, and reſpects Chri-

don't ſay, that the very higheſt Degrees of 


Fervency, Earneſtneſs or Importunity are 
always neceſſary to every Prayer a Chriſtian 
makes, as a Condition of its Acceptance; but, in 
ſome good degree, they are every one of them 
neceſſary, as inſeparable and eſſential Parts of 
Prayer, required by God Himſelf, in the holy 
Scriptures, by our Saviour and his Apoſtles. 

And how now does his Lordſhip's Account 
and Character of Prayer, in any Degree, or 
Meaſure, come up to this ? In the firit Place, 
how is his indeed a Definition of. Prayer, as 


it is properly and truly Chriſtian, and as con- 
tra · dit inguiſnh'd to the Prayer of Heathens? 


For does not every part in the Account of 
Prayer, that he here gives us, admitting it to 


be true for once, agree as well to the Prayers 
of Heathens, as to thoſe of Chriſtians? and 
is it not as much required in Reaſon of a mere 
Gentile, that he ſhould apply himſelf witha _ 
calm and undiſturbed Addreſs ia Prayer to 


God? + And did not the Gentiles-Worſhip 


him, under the Notion of a Father? And 
could they not expreſs the Sentiments and 
1 Wiſhes of a ſincere Mind before him? So that 


here is no Diſtinction made by this Author, in 
"+ See Biſhop Pearſon dn the Greed, Artic. 1. , 
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his Definition, between Chriſtian and Hea- 
then Prayer, where there ought to be one, and 
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where there is a very great and eſſential Differ- 
ence, which indeed is this, that the Prayers 


of Chriſtians are preſented, and accepted, and 


prevail through the Merits, and Mediation of 
our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. And 


yet this we know is againſt all the Rules of true 


Definition, to explain one particular kind of 
a thing only by the general Name and Notion 
of it, which agrees to all Kinds of it what- 
ever; as if we ſhould define a Man, only un- 


der the Notion of an Animal, which agrees 


to Brutes as well as him, and does not let us 
at all into his particular Nature, as diſtin- 
guiſh'd from them. 

So that, what his Lordſhip here plainly 
aſſerts is far from being true, that the Account 
he gives us of Prayer is the ſame, that our 
Lord gave in all his Directions about it; for 
our Lord, in ſeveral Places, orders and di- 
rects his Diſciples, to make their Prayers to 
God the Father in his Name, and promiſes 


they ſhall be anſwer'd for his Sake; Hitherto 


have ye asked nothing in my Name, ask and ye 
ſhall receive; Verily I ſay unto you, what ſoever 


uf ye ſball ack the Father in my Name, he will give it 


to you. John 16. 23,24. And yet this moſt. 
important Point and Conſideration is quite 


WE left out, and omitted by the Biſhop, in his 
LF Account of Chriſtian Prayer, 


; 5 This 
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This then is one grand Omiſſion, but this is 
not the only One; for even, in the very firſt 


Words of his Definition, we are not told what 
Prayer is, but what tis not. For thoſe Terms 
of his, Calm and Undifturb'd ,, ſo much cele- 
brated of late, (how poſitive ſoever his Lord» 
ſhip, or any one elſe may be to the contrary) 
are certainly Negative Terms, and import only 
a Negation or Denial of Motion, either totally, 
or as to any violent irregular Degrees of it. 
Thus the Sea is ſaid to be Calm, when the Waves 
thereof are ſtill *, and the Body is ſaid to be Un- 


diſturb'd, when *tis either at perfect Reſt, or 


moves not with any irregular Motion; And 


Ja ſpiritual Being, as our Soul is, may be term d 


Calm and Undiſturb'd, when its Will, Deſires, 
and Affections, either ſtir not at all, or not 


beyond the Bounds: and Borders of Reaſon. 
But for the Will and Affections not to move 
beyond, or againſt Reaſon, does not preſent- 
ly and neceſſarily imply, that they muſt move 
according to it, for poſſibly they may not move 
J at all: For 


perfect Reſt, or No-motion is 
oppos'd to the Notion of Diſturb'd,as much as a 
Motion that 1s orderly. So that, for any thing 


that appears to the contrary, from the mere 


Force of the Terms and Expreſſion themſelves, 


for a Man to be calm and undiſturbd at his 
Prayers, may in one Senſe imply his being 


quite without all Manner vf Motion or Acti-

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vity in the Faculties of his Mind, his Will, 


and Affections; perfectly liſtleſs, indifferent, 
and unconcern'd: And can there be a more 
diſadvantageous Repreſentation of Prayer, 
and Devotion, than to expreſs it only by ſuch 
Terms as theſe, capable of ſo cold an Inter- 
pretation, and liable to be taken in ſo very 
wrong and diſcouraging a Senſe ? = PIR 


. *Tis certain, that the common and ordina- 
ry Sort of Men, by calm and undi ſturbd, with 


reſpe& to Paſſion, underſtand a Denial of all 
Manner of inward Motion and Activity what- 
ſoever: So that the general Word, Paſſion, it 
felf, taken merely as ſuch, has gotten we 


know but a very ill Name and Notion amonglt. 


many of thoſe, that are not Learned, and 
cannot Diſtinguifh. 35 [th 


His Lordſhip therefore would have done 


well, to have added ſome other Words beſides, 
that might have ſhe wn in what Senſe he would 
be underſtood, and ſo have prevented the dan- 
gerous and chilling Influence, that might pro- 
ceed from a Miſtake of his Expreſſions, and 
not have left a good Part of the World ſo liable 
to thoſe Miſapprehenſions, and Miſtakes, to 
which they were forward enough of them- 
{elves before, without the Stumbling-blocks 
of his Diſcourſe. For it was certainly, in 
it ſelf, but a very uncharitable Reſolution and 
Acquieſcence of Mind in him, who firſt ſaid, 
Si populus vult decipi, decipiatur : But = 2 

- . ord- 
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Lordſhip has not done, for there is not one 
Word, in his Explication of Prayer, about the 
Motions of the Will, of the Affections, and 
reaſonable, and regular Defires; Unleſs he 
thinks we muſt accept his weak and fainty 
Term, our Wiſhes, for ſuch: But he may be 
pleas'd to conſider, that a mere Wiſh is very 
tar from always riſing up to the height of an 
Act of the Will, or reaſonable Deſire, much 
leſs to a ſtrong, lively and effeQual One, ſuch 
as ſhould ever attend our Prayers and Devo- 
tions. For a mere'Wiſh (if we will take the - 
Accounts of Learned Men about it) is only a 
Suggeſtion of the Appetite, a bare weſleity, oe 
youlding, as our Moraliſts, and Metaphyſicians _ 
expreſs it, and may be alone, of it ſelf, and 
unattended very often by the leaſt Act of 
our Will or Defire, that partakes of Reaſon ; 
becauſe it may extend it ſelf to thoſe Objects, 
which, we are told, are not capable of the 
Wills Choice and Election, as to things ime 
poſſible, the recalling Time paſt, Cc. where 
the Will and reaſonable Deſire have no place. 
So that the mere Expreſſion of our Wiſhes, is 
very far from being ſufficient to import that 


that ſhould always attend us at our Prayers.

But then, as for the fervent and effeQtuab | 
Prayer, that the Apoſtle mentions, and recom- 
mends, What one Word or Intimation of that

do we ſee in all his Lordſhip's Account? We 
have there a great deal of Heat indeed con- 
demn'd: An irregular and exceſſive Heat 
blam'd and rejected, in the ſame Paragraph, 
bur not one Word of mention of an orderly 
and regular Heat approv'd or recommended: 
And will his Lordſhip deay, that our Prayers 
{ſhould be fervent ? If he does, St. James will 
meet, and oppoſe him; and if he muſt grant 
and allow our Prayers ſhould be fervent, 
Would he have them fervent without Fervour? 
I would not ſuppoſe him fo little Skill'd, ei- 
ther in Natural Knowledge, or Grammatical | 
. Derivation. And yet after all, Is not Fervour 
one degree of Intenſeneſs of Heat (for there 
are ſeveral)? And does not his Lordſhip con- 
demn Intenſeneſs of Heat, in general Terms; 
in that Paragraph of his? 1 appeal to his 
Sermon. | 
I would yet think, if poſſible, that his Lord- 
ſhip ſurely could not intend his Calm and Un- 
” diftirb'd, by way of Oppoſition to, or Exclu- 
ſton of, that juſt and regular Zeal and Fervour 
of Spirit at our Devotions ; which, according 
to the general Order of Nature, follow and 
wait upon our Deſires. and Purſuits in other 
matters of great Moment and Concernment 
to us: Since, tis certain, both a ſedate Reaſon, 
and lively and vigorous Affections are very 
well reconcileable, and conſiſtent with each 
other; and ſince they meet both, and are at 
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The Preface. 
perfect Agreement in Nature, Why does the 
Biſhop thus leave them ſeparated and divided 
from each other in his ſpeaking of our Prayers? 
For, what God and Nature would have join d 
together, the Wit and Artifice of Man ſboald 
not endeavour to put aſunder. 1 

I would hope therefore he did not intend to 
do fo; but indeed, his great Silence in that 
matter, his not intereſting our Hearts and 
Affections at all in Prayer, in the Account he 
has given of it, and his introducing Heat and 
Fervency of Spirit upon no other Reaſon, than 
to condemn it for Exorbitance and Exceſs, 
theſe things, I ſay, may give ſome Umbrage, 
and Reaſon to think, that his Lordſhip is nd 
great Friend in his Opinion, to the Piety and 
Devotion of the Heart and Affections. 

Beſides, he repreſents it as his profeſsd 
Buſineſs, in that place, to prevent Miſtakes 
about the Nature of Prayer, and to give us in 
a full and true Account of it, in Oppoſition to - 
former Errors; he ſhould therefore ſurely , 
have omitted no neceſſary and eſſential Part: 
For, but a Youth in Logzck is able to anſwer 
us, that a Definition ought to contain in it 


fall that is efſential and neceſſary to the Thing 
defined; and whatſoever is not contain'd 
Ithere, is to be look'd upon as no Ingredient 


into its Nature, no really conſtituent Part of 
its Being. One would think therefore, that 
all manner, and all degrees of Heat and Zeal 
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of AﬀeQion were by his Lordſhip quite laid 
aſide, and look'd upon as unneceſſary ; be- 
cauſe there 1s not a Word of it intimated in 
that very Place, where he was to give, by his 
own Profeſſion, an Account of all that is ne- 
ceſſary. And therefore this ſtrange AR of 
Preterition, Where Reaſon, and Place, and 
Opportunity requir'd him to ſpeak of it, looks 
like little leſs, than a total and utter Condem 
nation and Rejection. x} 
Io illuſtrate this Argument, yet further, 

by an Example: Suppoſe a Man ſhould take 
upon him to give an Account of the Principles 
of Life in humane Nature, to the Preſerva- 
tion of which, a juſt and radical Heat is ne- 
ceſſary ; and in his Account he ſhould men- 
tion no other Heat, than that of a Fever, and 
{ſhould bring that in, only, with a Deſign to 
{hew his own Dillike and Diſapprobation of 
it; would not any one, upon this, preſently. 
and naturally conclude, from hence, that 
ſurely this Man was of a cold Complexion him- 
ſelf, and that he was an Enemy in his Opini- 
on to all Manner of Heat within us, what - 
ever? In that he thus paſs'd it by with a Slur, 
ſpeaking only of its Exceſs, and condemning 
that? And would not the Man, that ſhould 
do ſo, after all his large Profeſſions and De- 
clarations to give a full and entire Account, 
be thought to prevaricate, and act upon 2 
alle Reſerve in Natural Philoſophy ? And 
| | What 
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what otherwiſe can we think of him, that 
does the ſame in Divinity ? 

He that profeſſes and declares himſelf with 
a Defign, to give in a perfe& Account of the 
Nature and Notion of any thing, if he give 
in only a partial and imperfect One, unleſs 
he be ignorant, or miſtaken himſelf, muſt be 
ſuppos'd in Reaſon to have an Intention to 
deceive, and impoſe upon others: And can 
we think or ſuppoſe a Biſhop of the Church 
of England, one of ſo great Fame eſpecially, 
miſtaken or ignorant in ſo great a Point, as 
that of Prayer, that relates ſo very nearly to 
his ſacred Office and Profeſſion ? So that, I 
heartily wiſh I could thorowly acquit his 


1 Lordſhip's Sincerity in this Matter, almoſt 


the only Principle now-a-days pleaded for, to 


render a Man acceptable to God, let his Opi- 
nions and Principles be otherwiſe what they 
| will ; than which, I muſt declare, I know no 
Principle, in the whole World, more de- 
ſtructive of the great Difference and Advan- 
tages of the true Religion, from and above the 
falſe and counterfeit. 5 9 


If His Lordſhip had plainly told the World, 


in his Sermon, that what he meant by his 
calm and undi ſturb'd was only in Oppoſition to 
the Wild and Phantaſtick Rants of Enthuſiaſm 
and Deluſion, which are without, and againſt 
| all Reaſon; I believe every ſenſible Chriſtian 
would have agreed with him, that our Lord 


(42) did 
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did not intend his Prayer, or the Behaviour of 
his Worſhippers to.be ſuch, as he might thus 
juſtly except againſt, But then intending his 
Words in this Senſe, his Lordſhip might very 
well and ſafely have allow'd the Motions of a a 
juſt and orderly Affection, a Place in his Ac- | 
count of Prayer: For the Paſſions and Affections 
of the Soul, when moving regularly, are no 
real Diſturbance either to the Underſtanding, 
or to Themſelves, becauſe the Motion is ſtill 
natural, how great and high ſoever it may be, 
according to the Nature of its Aims and Ob- 
jects: And certainly the Divine Nature, to 
which we addreſs our ſelves in Prayer, con- 
tains Objects and Motives more than adequate 
to the whole Drift, and utmoſt Force of Hu- 
mane Paſſions. . The Power, Juſtice, and 
Vengeance of God extend beyond all our Ap- 
prehenſion, all our Fear; His Wiſdom, Om- 
niſcience, Omnipreſence, exceed our higheſt 
Admiration; His Mercy, Goodneſs, and 
Beauty, ſurpaſs our utmoſt Affections and 
Deſires; and the Soul of Man, when under 
the Power and Influence of theſe great Ob- 
jects, in its Contemplations and Reflections; 
though ſtrain'd to the higheſt Degree of Paſſion | 
and Affection, cannot yet properly be ſaid to 
ſuffer a Diſturbance, becauſe no -Motion or 
Affection, as far as tis natural and reaſonable, 
can be juſtly term'd ſo. And let any Man judge, 
whether our Affections, how high ſoever, arc

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not reaſonable, as well as religious, when they 
move and ſtir under a quick and lively Appre- 
henſion and Perception of the Divine Nature,

But if, in Oppoſition to this Doctrine, his 
Lordſhip will have every Motion in the Will 
and Affections, how well grounded ſoever, to 
be a Diſturbance, he only ſpeaks after the 
ſullen Humour of the modern hs" and 
of the old Stoicks,. that I know of; who in- 
deed, abſurdly, and unnaturally, term'd all 


I the Paſſions and Affections, how neceſſary and 
natural ſoever, * Perturbations, and Deviations 
from the Law of Nature and Reaſon. 
I whether this Right Reverend Author will take 


And 


upon him to eſpouſe, and maintain this harſh 
and violent Doctrine, I leave him to confider 


and determine: If he will do fo, I hope, and 
{ verily believe, he will have no Man of Senſe, 
of Reaſon, and Underſtanding to follow him 
in it. 


But if his Lordſhip intended that only for 
a Diſturbance, as oppolite to his Term Us- 


aiſturb'd, which is really an unreaſonable, un- 
. | governable, and diſorderly Motion in the Will 
and AﬀeQions, he might, as I ſaid before, not- 
| withſtanding this, haye allow'd a juſt, regular, 
| and reaſonable Warmth and Motion in thoſe 
| Faculties a room and place in his Account of 
| Chriſtian Prayer, without any danger of bor- 


dering 
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dering upon, or incurring the Extreme of a 
violent and exorbitant Intenſeneſs of Heat: 
But this he has not done, and by that Omiſſion 
has given juſt ground of Exception and Com- 
_ plaint to pious Minds. ER 
We have heard of a Fam'd Archer of old, 
who knew how, with his Arrow, to ſtrike 
the Serpent, and yet to {ave the Child, about 
which it was eatangled: If his Lordſhip had 
been any thing like him, he might very well 
have known how to have remov'd the intem- 
perate, exceſſive, unnatural Burnings, and 
Scorchings of Devotion, and yet have left it a 
due temperate, natural, and proper Heat, ne- 
ceſſary to preſerve its very Life and Being. 
But he, like an Unskilful Phyſician, in order 
to remove a Diſtemper, knows no other way, 
but proceeds to take away the Life it ſelf, by 
his Preſcriptions: To eure the extravagant 
and frantick Heats, the Fever of Devotion, 
he thinks it neceſſary to leave out, or ſuppreſs 
its eſſential and vital Flame. | 

What? If there have appear'd in ſome Men, 
deluded Perſons, as we know there have, un- 
accountable, unruly Motions, and Ebullitions | 
of Spirit, wild Enthuſiaſtical Heats, and 
Flaſhes, atrending their Devotions, founded | 
upon their Miſtakes, and diſcovering them- | 
ſelves in unbecoming and unjuſtifiableGeſtures | 
or Expreſſions, in their outward -Behaviour * | 
Does it therefore follow, that there muſt be

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no degree of a true, quick, enlivening Warmth 


and Vigour ; of a religious, orderly, and whole- 1 


ſome Zeal, in the Performance of our Offices 


of Piety ? Or is it of no Conſequence and Im- 


portance to us, indeed, that there ſhould be 
any? and that, whether we reſpect the better 
and more perfect Performance of our Devo- 
tions themſelves, or their more ready and gra- 
cious Acceptance at the Hands of God. | 


I will endeavour to make my Argument till 


yet more clear, if poſſible, by a Reſemblance 
drawn from another Element, Vater, con- 
trary to that of Fire, which his Lordſhip ſeems 
to dread ſo much, and to be ſo very apprehen- 


I live of, for what Reaſon, he himſelf knows beſt. 


Suppoſe we then a River, full, clear, regular, 


and even in its uſual Courſe, ſhould be liable, 


by ſome ſudden and violent Occaſion in Na- 


ture, to rage, and ſwell *, and heave above its 

Banks, and to over-flow, and bring Damage 
upon the Lands about it; muſt we therefore 
endeavour to ſtop, or check its wonted Stream,

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in order to give it our good word? Thus, the 
Courſe and Stream of our Affections may, 
upon juſt, great, and proper Occafions (and 
ſurely ſuch are the Service of God and our De- 
votions) riſe very high, and run very quick 
and forceable, and yet not at all tranſgreſs the 
Bounds or Law either of Reaſon or Nature. 
It would be a great deal more Unnatural, 1 
am ſure, to ſee Men unaffected, cold, and un-. 
mov'd about a Buſineſs of the laſt and greateſt 
Importance to them; in which their very 
Life, their higheſt, trueſt, and eternal Intereſt 
is concern'd. | 
There is then, after all his Lordſhip's ex- 
tinguiſbing Doctrine, all the damping Influence 
of his Paragraph, (which I have here had Oc- 
caſion to conſider) there is a juſt, a neceſſary 
Zeal and Heat, a Life, Energy, and Ardency 
to attend upon, and to be expreſs'd in our De- 
vot ions towards Almighty God! And the 
Paſſions and Affections, Which God Himſelf 
has given us, and ſeated in the ſenſitiye Part 
of our Nature, rightly may, and ought to riſe 
and follow the Convictions and Determina- 
tions of our Underſtanding, and the Election 
and Embraces of our Will, in the great Buſi- 
neſs of our ſpiritual Concern, our Prayers and 
Devotions, as well as on any of our moſt mo- 
mentous, temporal Occaſions. And when at 
any time the Underſtanding and Will are 
rightly inform'd and directed, as they ought |

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to be, the Paffions, we are ſure cannot be ir- 
regular, as moving with them. 

And, if his Lordſhip ſhould Deny this, he 


would be very much in the wrong, as I have 
Jendeavour'd to prove, and would not appear 
J to me, ſo good a Moral Philoſopher, as a 


Chriſtian Biſhop ought to be : For, in that ex- 
cellent and uſeful Part of Learning, we are 
taught the original Riſe and Springs, the 
proper Movements and Actings of our Paſſions; 


and that, if all be right in our Minds as it 


ſhould be, they will attend and anſwer the 


I Dictates of our Reaſon, and the Moment 


and Inclinations of our Will: And therefore 
any contrary Doctrine to this, relating to our 
Prayers, the Subje& in hand, would tend 
plainly and manifeſtly to Diſparage and Diſ- 
courage a true Chriſtian Devotion, and to 


leave the Worſhip of God a mere dead, un- 
I ſcaſon'd, heavy Lump, a Sacrifice without Salt &, 
neither acceptable to God, nor approv'd of Men F. 


For ſurely, God Almighty juſtly requires and 


expects from Men, according to the different 
| Complexions, and Conſtitutions that he has 
given them, that, when they are employ'd in 
his more immediate Service and Honour, they 
ſhould take care to appear before him, with 

no leſs degrees of Zeal, Concern, and Affection 


at leaſt, than they generally proceed with, in 


their neareſt and moſt important Affairs, re-

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lating to this World; and how great the Mea. 
ſures of that worldly Concern and Care uſual. 
ly. are, if we obſerve but a little Abroad, we 
may be very well acquainted. And, indeed, 
otherwiſe, to what great, noble, and excellent | 
End and Purpoſe were our Paſſions given us, 
if not for the Uſes of Piety, and Religion? 
To hunt after Vanity, and Emptineſs, the 
Trifles and Shadows that we meet with here 
below? To purſue after 4 dead Dog *, after 
a Flea? For ſuch are all the Intereſts of this 
World, in Compariſon with the great things 


of Eternity ! 


Nor, by requiring ſuch a degree of regular 
and lively Paſſion in our Prayers, are we at all 
apprehenſive of that Danger, which his Lord- 
{hip mentions, of diſcouraging and perplexing 
honeſt Minds: For by a due Care, and pious : 
Meditation, through the aſſiſtance of God's 
Grace, Men will not ordinarily fail to excite 
thoſe holy Affections in their Minds, ſuitable 
to a Frame, and Temper of Devotion: But if 
they are not able to do ſo, as long as it is not 
their own Fault and Neglect, if they faith- 
fully endeavour it, no doubt their Prayers 
will be accepted, becauſe of the Sincerity of 
their Deſires. For it ſometimes happens thro' 
Miſapprehenſions and religious Scruples, thro“ 
bodily Diſtemper, thro' the dast and gloom of 
Melancholy, that all Men cannot have their | 
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I AfeAions ſo pliable to the Performance of 
I their devout Offices, as others have; and 'tis 
an Happineſs and divine Favour tothem, that 
have ſo, tho', without this, to uſe ſome of 
I his Lordſhip's Terms, I cannot think a Man 
is in the beſt Diſpoſition in the World to Pray, 
J for I have ſhewn before, there may be a better. 
J But ftill, let every Man reſt ſatisfied in doing 
I what he can, and his Devotion, though but 
J:ndeavour'd, ſhall not go without its Accept- 
Jance and Reward. For tho' a Man ſhould 
Jnot be able to raiſe, nor feel within himſelf 
I thoſe Stirrings and Pleaſures of ſenſitive De- 
Jvotion, yet God may fee that his Heart is 


right, and he will receive him with Grace and 


Favour, For God knows the Frame of our 
I Nature, and the Incidents to our Condition, 
better than we do our ſelves, and that we are 
not all equally capable, nor the ſame Perſons, 
J at all times, to expreſs the ſame Pitch and 
Height of Zeal and Chearfulneſs in our Works 
of Piety, that we do at others: And he will 
be ſure to make all the gracious Allowances 
for us, according to our different Temper and 
Circcumſtances, that we our ſelves can rea ſon- 
J ably deſire; and this may be ſufficient for our 
| Comfort and Encouragement in Piety, and to 
{ preſerve us from Perplexity and Dejection of 
I Spirit, 1 55 


And thus I have endeavour'd to ſtate this

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Affection in the Acts and Practice of our 
Prayers and Devotion; and to prevent and 
take off the evil Influence and Conſequences 
that may follow, either from the Biſhop's | 

real Doctrine, or, if he intended well Himſelf, 
from other Perſon's Miſapprehenfion , and 


Miſconſtruction of his Words. 


For, indeed, *tis not ſo very eaſy for a 
Man, only of common and ordinary Parts, 
to find out, and know what his Lordſhip did 
preciſely, and exactly mean by this ſuſpicious | 
Paragraph of his, if we take it all together. 
But I believe he Himſelf knows, and feels 
from the World, by this time, how dangerous 
a thing it is for a Man to go out of the common 
way of Speaking, or out of the way of common 
Thinking in Matters of a juſt, well-ground- | 
ed, long-eſtabliſh'd, and general Conſent; | 
Eſpecially thoſe that relate to Practical Reli. 
gion, and our Duty; and that his Complaint, 
at the entrance of his Sermon, about the ill 
Uſe or Miſapplication of Words (fo little, I 


think, to his Text, or to the Purpoſe) will 


not yet ſerve to exempt him, or his Doctrine, 
from the ſevere and juſt Expoſtulations of 
other Perſons, who think they underſtand :

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Be ſides what I have here inſiſted on, there 
are, I am verily convinc'd, upon ſufficient 
Inſpection and Examination, a great many 


other Errors, and Miſrepreſentations of Chri- 


ſtian Truth and Doctrine in that Diſcourſe of 


his, which has given ſo great a Diſturbance 


to the World; for which he has been thought 


to deſerve a ſevere Rebuke, and publick Cen · 


ſure from the Church of God. But I will pur- 


| ſue theſe Reflections no further, at preſent; 
what I have ſaid before, naturally fell in the 


Way of my Subject, and I thought uſeful to 
give ſome Light, to a late Controverſy riſen, 


relating to it. : 
For I would not willingly wixgle Broils, as 


| Pilate did Blood, with the Sacrifices of Peace 


and Piety. As our Prayers are to be oer d 
up with Holy Hands, without Wrath and Doabt- 
ing ; ſo 'tis fit, a Book of Devotions, eſpe- 
cially ſuch as the greateſt Part of theſe that 
follow, ſhould come out and appear in the 
World without Diſſention or Diſputation; 
And therefore I have been careful, not to enter 
upon any thing further of that Nature, in this 
Place, than what was neceſſary for the Sup- 
port and Maintenance of my Subject. 

Not, that I think all Controverſies, in 
Matters of Religion, are always to be con- 
demn'd, either as Uſeleſs, or Unlawful ; or 
that a good and pious, a peaceable, and chari- 
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table Man (tho? tis perhaps a Work, that he 
laſt, and leaſt Deſires) may not ſometimes 


concern, and engage himſelf that Way, for 


the Diſcovery, and Conviction of Error, or 
for the juſt Defence, and Vindication of the 
Truth. But at the rate, that Controverſies 
are generally managd in the World ; where 
ſo much of Men's own Paſſion and Prejudice 
unites and mingles it {elf with the Intereſts of 
Religion and Truth, (I do not here exempr 
my Self, or excuſe my own Faults) unleſs a 
Man were very ſecure of his own Temper, tis 
the ſafeſt Way for him not to meddle, and deal 
much in Matters of a. Controverſial Nature; 
For Controverſies, eſpecially thoſe in Religion, 
which have a peculiar Edge of Zeal ſet on 
them above others, unleſs Prudently, and 
Conſcientiouſly manag'd, generally leave an 
unnatural Heat and Ferment upon the Spirits 
of Men, not ſo very reconcileable, or con- 
ſiſtent with that Divine Temper of Love and 
Charity to God and Man; with thoſe ſoft 
and gentle Breathings of the Bleſſed Spirit of 
Peace, upon our Minds, which we ſhould 
always endeavour to cheriſh and maintain. 

I am not therefore ſorry that, for ſome 
I Years paſt, my Studies have been laid out quite 
another Way, and to a different Purpoſe ; and 
I have the Satisfaction to think at preſent, 
that, in the Inſtance of this Book, and perhaps 
in ſome others that may follow. hereafter, 
(e 2) I have 
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1 have choſen the more excellent Way, and the 
much better Part *, which, though I may be 
diverted from it fora Time, yet will not, I
